A SYNOPSIS OF THE PLATFOEM 


THE MONETARY CONFBRKNCK. 


It is reported as probable that by the 


close of the week 
the detailfi of the 


Monetary Conference will be decided opon 
so that the matter may be officially brought 
to the attention of Congress, and that the 
conference may meet in Parii or Brussels 
by August 1st. 


It is contended that on international 


agreement on silver in the form of a treaty 
by the several Governments wonld pat the 
question beyond the reach of legislation. 
If it was desired to pass a free coinage bill 
in the United States it w. nld be held that 
• nob. legislation would be in violation of 
treaty with foreign ontioua. 


Tho Colorado Bo-fl bays the sorest and 


most effective way of bnrying the silver 
question so deeply that no trumpet of the 
people, no matter bow loudly sonuded, 
oonld resurrect it, is to make it a ruattor of 
international treaty or agreement. The 
intention of the single standard advocates

motion was withdrawn. 


Cleveland was nominated on the firet 


ballot by a vote of 616%, and the rest were 
divided between Hill, Boies, Carlisle, Mor- 
rison, Campbell, Gorman, Russell and 
Stevenaon. 
Alaska's 
vote settled the 


nomination. 
The nomination was received 


with great cheering. All the silver pro- 
ducing States voted against Cleveland. 
New York went 72 for Hill and Nevada 4 
for Bolts and 2 for Gorman.

Dr. Ed- 
son examined the sample of snuff which 
was sent with the complaint and discov- 
ered that chromate of lead, known in 
the tr»de aa chrome yellow, had been 
mixed with the smiff to brighten it. He 
next ascertained where the snuff was 
manufactured in the city, and called on 
the manufacturer for «vn explanation. 


Subsequently the manufacturer de- 


clared that he had used the poisonous 
color in the snuff by mistake, supposing 
that he was using a harmless means of 
improving the appearance of the article. 
He promised to stop using chrome yel- 
low, and also consented to destroy some 
of his stock which had been colored with 
it.—New York Letter.

Mr. James Wright, sedDtiirvS;e*presi- 


dent of the Inman line, Bays that when 
the end of 1899 comes at least 100,000 
people will have left for Europe from 
all parts of this conntry during the 
year. Half of them will sail during the 
fifteen weeks of the season, from April 
to August. Some travelers will carry 
hundreds of dollars in their pooketbooke 
to spend where others"cany thousands. 
Nine-tenths of those hundreds and thou- 
sands will be transferred to foreign own- 
ers before the tourists return. 


Even the money spent for passage and 


during the voyages must be counted in 
that which bids goodby to this land ol 
liberty, for the great steamship compa* 
nies are, with one exception, foreign 
corporations. Including tips and foes 
these corporations will take an average 
of $1GO from each passenger for the 
round trip. The majority will pay less, 
but there will be enough rich men who 
who pay a good deal more to bring the 
mean amount up to that figure. 


The money which each tourist carries 


with him is harder to estimate., A for- 
eign exchange clerk said that the letters 
of credit issued by them to European 
travelers average about £600. or $3,000 
each; but this is above the ordinary fig- 
ure, and of course tins in many casea 
covers a party of four or five. Eight 
hundred dollars is estimated as the aver- 
age amount taken by each passenger in 
the cabin. This makes the total average 
expenditure of the average European 
traveler $960. When this is multiplied 
by the estimated total of these travelers 
the result is astounding. 


It is $06,000,000. 
Ninety-six millions of dollars carried 


from America to Europe in a single year 
by travelers alone 1 If this were saved 
for a few years Uncle Sam might buy a 
good slice of Europe and bring it over 
hero for exhibition purposes. — New 
York Press.

Macuulay's Birthplace. 


Rotbley Temple, Lord Macaulay's 


birthplace, is for sale by public auction. 
It is an old manor house, some sis miles 
from Leicester, and there the historian 
was born at the end of the year 1800, It 
cannot be said that Rothley Temple de- 
rived more than nominal luster from 
the association, for Macaulay left Leices- 
tershire before ho had left infancy, 
and Birchin Lane, in the city, was the 
home of his earliest childhood. Instead 
of a manorial park he had Drapers' gar- 
dens for a playground, until ho went to 
live in the old High street at Clapham, 


The Leicestershire manor, however, 


has many historical interests besides this 
one, and a Thirteenth century chapel of 
the Knights Templars is attached to the 
estate. It is a wealthy manor, too, for 
900 acres produce £2,000 of annual rent; 
and, moreover, it is at the headquarters 
of the famous Quorn Hunt, and in the 
heart of somo famous scenery.—London 
Star. 


Coat of an T3pideiutc* 


Dr. Thresh, the medical officer for the 


county of Bosox, having obtained full 
returns o,f the late epidsmio of influenza, 
estimates that no less than 540 persons 
died \mder the immediate attack, and 
that no. fewer than 1,400 deaths occurred 
in the county from its direct or indirect 
influence. The monetary loss for the 
two months during which the epidemic 
prevailed he states at no less than £50,- 
000, on the basis of tho loss of wages of 
adults calculated at twelve shillings a 
week. He adds: "I am, however, afraid 
that had the county suffered from an 
epidemic among cattle, causing in the 
time the same number of deaths and in- 
dicating the same pecuniary loss, the 
alarm produced would have been greater 
and more permanent. "—British Medical

A. 100,000 Pound Chip of a Rook. 


A stone quarry company of Bedford, 


Ind., has shipped the largest single 
block of stone ever quarried and shipped 
in the United States. The block was 12 
feet S inches long, 6 foot 8 inches high 
and 6 feet 8 inches wide, containing 500 
cubic feet, and weighed 100,000 pounds. 
The car on which it was shipped had to 
be ordered specially for it, and was the 
car that was built for the purpose of 
transporting the thirty-foot cannon sent 
by the government to the Pacific coast a 
few months since.
